FIRE AT THE PALACE HOTEL, 
| : SHANGHAT. 
For over an hour at lunch ime yester- 
day, . sitys } f 
Wednesday last, there was considerable 
excitement. in the centre of the Settle 
‘ment. At one o’clock the alarm was 
given that fire had brokea out in the 
i Palace Hotel, and ‘the rapid arrival .of 
the trucks nnd engines of the . Fire 
Brigade was followed by a large concourse 
uf spectators ta whom the scone presented 
much of interest, if not at times excite- 
ment: Tho fire had occurred in the 
ornmuental cupola ‘at the. north-west 
corner of tho roof. Close to this cupola 
is the chimney of the kitchen, and it’ ig 
thought that sparke from this had ignited 
the woodwork tnder the eaves, and thus 
set the place op in smoke ond flame, 
‘Tho covering of the cupola is of lead 
and iron, so that while there was a large 
volume of smoke, the flames added but 
little ‘to the spectacular effect. When the 
outhreak was first discovered the staff of 
the hotel endeavoured to subdue it, but 
it was beyond their scope, and the danger, 
which might have ensucd to the rest of 
the building through an extension down- 
wards was’ averted by the work of the 
Brigade. Although’ there are, fire appli- 
-ances-throughout,the hotel, it_ was: found 
necessary 


to carry engine streams to the 
top. inorder. £o cope with the outbreak 
successfully, as-the great height. of the 
building rendcred the pressure from the 
mains insufficient at that elevation.

_ Harper's magazine for July containa 
an interesting biography of Mark 
Twain, by Mr. Albert Bigelow Paino. 
The biographer has visited each placo 
having any association with his distin- 
guished subject, and interviewed every 
person +ho knew him in life, Here is ‘an 
amusing «stoty of Mark Twain's first 
experiences with a typewriting machine 
“Th an article written long after, he 
tells how he was with Nasby when he 
first saw the machine in Boston through a 
window, and how they ‘went in to seo it 
perform. In‘ the same article ‘he states | 


‘that ho was the first’ person in the world 


to apply the type-machine to literature, 
and ‘that the story of ‘“‘Tom Sawyer” 
was probably the first type-copied manu- 
script. The now enthusiasm ran its course 
and died. The typewriter was not _per- 
fect in those days, as it-ia now, and the 
keys did not always respond readily. He 
declared it was ruining bis merals—that 
jt made him “ want to swear.” Ho offer- 
ed: it to Howells because, he said, Howelle 
had no morals, anyway. Howells hesitat- 
ed, so Clemens traded the machine to 
Rliss for 2 side-saddle, - But perhaps 
Blisa also became afraid of the influence, 
for in due time he brought it back. 
Howells, again tempted, hesitated, and

A strange fiell of investigation. that 


aevins to be attracting iany new students 


ix that of galls. 


These swellings of ‘the 


tissnes of plants are duc to irritation by 
parasites, which aro sometimes vegetable 


organisms (certain fungi, bacteria and 
slinse molds) and somotimes animal (gall- 
flies, gall-gnats and other insects, mites 
and arma. . The insect: commonly punc- 


4 tures ‘the bark or leaf-and lays its eggs 


in tho wound, where the larvae develop, 
feeding on the gall produced, The 
species of galls known have incroased 
rapidly, and an 1858 catalogue of those 
duc’ to animals gave only about 300, while 
a catalogue of 1908 enumerated over 6,000 
galls from Europe and_ the Mediter- 
ranean rogion of Agia and Africa, with- 
out. including the many of other locali- 
tics.. Some galls— especially thoxe of 
the oak--have a commercial value on ac- 
count of their tannin. The great interest 
is not in this, however, but in the prob- 
lem’ of how far the extraordinary altera- 
tion of tissue may be extended in the 
plant. and what changes of the plants 
may be brought about artificially, 80 
far the efforts to produce galls artificially 
have not succeeded, :

+ DRY AL! THENAPY, : 
In certain warm, climates wounds heal 
very, rapidly, but this, has scomed to be 
dug more to dry, bacterin-free air than 
to heat The hist has been acted on by 
De. R. Kutner, who hag designed an ap- 
paratus that--as shown by tho German 
description—supplics a blast of dried and 
sterilized air to be applied to the affected 
part. Passing threugh.a flask of paraf- 
tine oil cleanses the air, which is then 
carried: on through two flaske of pumice 
soaked with strong sulphuric acid, and 
finolly through inv fourth and fifth flask’ 
charged with lime and caustic soda, If 
desired, the air. may bo charged with 
medicinal vapours; or it may be heated, 
a thermometer serving as a guide to tho 
temperature, The current of healing 
air, thus prepared to suit the case, can 
be projected on the wound, or—for 
catarrh, ete.—~it can be inhaled through 
a suitable mouthpicce,and it appears that 
such trials as have been made. give pro- 
mise of good results from dry-air trent- 
ment. . . : 
AERIAL SERVICK IN NAVAL WARFARE.

. A photomicrographic camera for taking 
inatantuneous views of microscopic living
